This weekend’s forecast includes season’s first big-ish snow

elax, Chicago. This weekend won’t 
be anything like Snowmageddon or 
the Wall in “Game of Thrones.” 

But there will be snowflakes. 

“Everywhere is going to see accumulat- 
ing snow, the first snow of the season. It’s an 
abrupt change from the warm weather we’ve 
had,” said Matt Friedlein, National Weather 
Service meteorologist. 

The good news: Chicago isn’t expected to 
get hit as hard as the suburbs. 

After weeks of enjoying warm weather for 
November, Chicagoans can expect a Friday 
night mix between light rain and light snow. 
But none of it should stick, Friedlein said. 
That’s because of warm ground tempera- 
ture, which leads to the snow melting, and 
the winds coming off Lake Michigan, which 
is still warm for this time of year, he said. 

But as the night goes on, that wet mix will 
change to snow, and the intensity of snow- 
fall is expected to increase Saturday morning 
and begin to stick thanks to the cloud cover 
and intensity, he said. The snow should taper 
off Saturday afternoon. 

The forecast calls for temperatures in 
the high mid~40s on Friday and the mid-30s 
on Saturday morning before dropping to the 


mid-teens to the lower 20s at night. Winds will 
also pick up Saturday night to 10 to 20 mph. 
On Sunday the high will be in the upper 20s. 

Just because there will be fresh snow on 
the ground, don’t let it ruin your weekend. 
Just the opposite: Embrace it. Here’s how. 

Get outside 

Pretend you’re in a snow globe when you 
go ice skating at Millennium Park, the only 
public outdoor ice rink open in the city. Ad- 
mission to the Michigan Avenue rink is free, 
and skating there has pretty much become a 
Chicago tradition. It’ll cost you $12 to rent a 
pair of skates. Skating on the weekend starts 
at 10 a.m. and ends at 10 p.m. Saturday and 
9 p.m. Sunday. 

Think date night 

Stop by the Chris tkindlmarket, opening Fri- 
day at Daley Plaza. Wash down some schnit- 
zel and pretzels with German beer or hot 
spiced wine in cute souvenir boot mugs. And 
get a head start on holiday shopping. Stop by 
Friday and Saturday from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. or 
Sunday from 11 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Grab a toasty one 

Wage war on this winter weather with whiskey 


hot toddies and warm apple cider. No snow 
can keep us down as we take to the streets, 
blazing with booze in our bellies and on a mis- 
sion for greasy drunk food to beef up those fat 
cells for a long winter. Just don’t actually light 
anything on fire, but do get outside, ya dingus. 

Tune in 

For many this weekend, the incoming snow 
and cold will signify the end of earbuds and 
the beginning of earmuffs. But if you’re try- 
ing to find music to warm you up, there are 
three things you can do: Delete your fall play- 
list and scour Spotify for season-appropriate 
songs; stay in denial, pretend it’s summer and 
just listen to the Beach Boys; or say “Screw it, 
close enough,” and start devouring Christmas 
songs before Thanksgiving.

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SURPRISINGLY, BEARS HAVE EDGE AT QB VS. BRONCOS 


How about that! It 
looks like my football 
dreams have come 
true. 

Well, at least they 
did in St. Louis, 
where we saw the 
Bears dominate 
the Rams in every 
aspect of that game. 
There were big-time 
performances from 
rookie running back 
Jeremy Langford and 
tight end Zach Miller, who each scored two 
touchdowns. Quarterback Jay Cutler also put 
together his best performance of the season, 
maybe even of his career. 

The Bears now shift their focus to take on 
Denver at Soldier Field. The same Broncos 
team now-Bears coach John Fox parted ways 
with just last year. I have a feeling he would 
love to stick it to his former team by picking 
up a win, and the Bears might be able to get it 


done. It may sound crazy but maybe it won’t. 

Cutler will be the reason they beat the 
Broncos on Sunday This season we have 
seen him mature and develop into the type 
of leader we hoped he would become years 
ago when the Bears got him in a trade with 
Denver. 

The Broncos have had to rely heavily 
on their defense (allowing a league-best 
277.3 yards per game) this season, which led 
them to a 7-0 start. But after two bad losses 
to bad teams, they have fallen to pieces, 
much like their future Hall of Fame quarter- 
back, Peyton Manning. 

Opposing defenses have picked up on Man- 
ning’s diminished arm strength, which has 
led to costly turnovers. Those giveaways have 
put their defense into situations too difficult 
to overcome for two straight weeks, and the 
Broncos will start a different quarterback 
against the Bears. 

Manning will be unable to play because of 
an injured foot, but honestly backup Brock 
Osweiler might be a better option at this 


point. Manning is a shell of his former self, 
and Cutler might be rejuvenating his career 
before our eyes. 

Cutler has played like one of the best quar- 
terbacks in football, and on Sunday he will be 
the best QB on the field without a doubt. He 
and his offense will have to prepare mentally 
for the extreme physicality the Broncos 
defense will bring. 

With Osweiler at the helm of an already 
struggling offense, Denver will continue 
to rely on their defense. The Bears need to 
take advantage of his inexperience and lack 
of playing time to create pressure and force 
turnovers. The Broncos do still have a game- 
breaking receiver in Demaryius Thomas, and 
Osweiler will definitely lean on him to get 
their offense moving. 

We shouldn’t get ahead of ourselves, but 
if the Bears can pull off an upset at home, 
they get themselves back into the playoff 
picture, and we can start to look forward to 
an exciting matchup against Green Bay on 
Thanksgiving!

Who would 
have thought she 
would be so damn 
good at it? 

Ritter plays Jes- 
sica Jones, a former 
superhero turned 
private investiga- 
tor suffering from 
PTSD and an alcohol problem. Jones can 
lift cars and leap off the ground, but for the 
most part she tries to keep her superpowers 
hidden. 

Her backstory— why she isn’t a superhero 
anymore— is only hinted at in the first epi- 
sode, but unravels as the season progresses. 

“Marvel’s Jessica Jones” is Netflix’s second 
foray into the dark and gritty world of the 
Marvel universe. (“Daredevil” came out ear- 
lier this year.) Created by Melissa Rosenberg, 
screenwriter of the “Twilight” franchise, the 
show is a clever, well-written take on film 
noir. Its style is reminiscent of “Veronica 
Mars,” a show (and movie) in which Ritter 
also starred. 

While the shows are similar (a private 
investigator, film noir style, narration), 
“Jessica Jones” is darker, heavier and more 
heartbreaking. 

Jones is haunted by a man called Kilgrave 
(played by the ever-creepy David Tennant), 


who can control people with his mind. He’s 
obsessed with Jones, who left him for dead 
prior to the series start. He’s out for revenge, 
and he’s finding ways to get to her. 

The perennially sarcastic Ritter is known 
for her roles as the lead in “Don’t Trust the 
B — in Apartment 23” and Jesse Pinkman’s 
ill-fated lover on AMC’s “Breaking Bad.” 
Ritter’s ability to toe the line between com- 
edy and drama serves her well in this role. 
She’s great when she’s being acerbic, but she 
shines when the storyline forces her into 
more serious situations. 

But Ritter doesn’t carry the show on her 
own. Her supporting cast— mostly female — 
is strong. Jones struggles to maintain a 
relationship with her best friend Trish (Ra- 
chael Taylor), and she uses a high-powered 
attorney Jeri Hogarth (Carrie-Anne Moss), 
to get cases thrown her way When Kilgrave 
comes back, he uses a Nebraska-born track 
runner named Hope (Erin Moriarty) to get 
Jones’ attention. Kilgrave is terrifying, and 
his agenda brings all these women together. 

Early on in the first episode, Jones tells the 
audience that a big part of the job is look- 
ing for the worst in people. This is telling 
because Jones isn’t perfect and the audience 
can definitely see the worst in her. But by 
bringing out the worst in Jones throughout 
the season, it gives us the hope that while 
Jones isn’t our typical hero, at her core she’s 
a good person, and she gives us something 
worth fighting for.

And Katniss flubs the landing 


This being the last 
installment and 
all, perhaps the 
already awkwardly 
long title of “The 
Hunger Games: 
Mockingj ay— Part 2” 
could have real final- 
ity to it. Why not: 
“The Hunger Games: 
Mockingjay— Part 2: 
Katniss’ Revenge”? 
Or “The Hunger 
Games: Mocking- 
jay— Part 2: Katniss’ Revenge ... Capitol 
Punishment”? Go big or go home. 

And, really you should stay home because 
part four in the adaptation of Suzanne Collins’ 
three-book phenomenon doesn’t go big. It’s 
the latest evidence that whoever devised the 
idea of splitting a finale into two movies de- 
serves a stern talking-to, with “THG:M— P2” 
feeling like the dead air when a politician 
finishes a point before the allotted time has 
run out. In three previous three-star movies, 
this series clearly has given everything it has 
to give. So, uh, here’s an endless assortment of 
hushed chats, many of which involve the dy- 
namic between Katniss (Jennifer Lawrence), 
Peeta (Josh Hutcherson) and Gale (Liam 
Hemsworth), the aspect of the franchise that 
always worked the least. 

It’s an extended setup for the rebels to 
storm the Capitol, where President Snow 


(Donald Sutherland) continues saying things 
like, “We’ll turn their advance into a celebra- 
tion of suffering,” not changing anyone’s 
mind about the terrific guy he isn’t. It takes 
awhile. Gradually deaths pile up, rarely 
mourned in a way that lets them resonate. 
Many of the best characters with the best 
names (including Elizabeth Banks as human 
Christmas ornament Effie Trinket and Philip 
Seymour Hoffman, in his final performance, 
as the extraordinarily monikered Plutarch 
Heavensbee) remain on the fringes while 
Katniss continues her ongoing uncertainty 
about her feelings for Peeta, meanwhile mo- 
tivating him with a kiss that wouldn’t make 
your great-great-great-grandmother blush. 

As usual, Lawrence aces Katniss, process- 
ing all those feelings (as much as she can 
based on the way they’re written) while 
embodying a badass who’s tougher than 
almost everyone else in sight. There’s a 
distinct chill from the presentation of a de- 
teriorating world in which violence moves in 
a never-ending loop and leaders manipulate 
heroes for their own agenda. But the story 
drags until it becomes both predictable and 
nonsensical, not helped by some of the series’ 
weakest action sequences. Tou can sort of 
see what’s going on in an underground tunnel 
battle against faceless monsters, but too 
little, too late. The magic tar with a mind of 
its own that can both slice and dice a person, 
however, surely made a killing on the Panem 
version of “Shark Tank.”

‘Secret in Their Eyes* is 
star-studded and stupid 


I know I saw the 
2010 Argentine 
thriller “El Secreto 
de Sus Ojos,” but I 
don’t remember it 
at all. Let me see if I 
can find my previous 
review, one sec. 

OK, I apparently gave it three stars but 
called it “occasionally overheated as melodra- 
ma.” And that’s without it purporting to ask 
difficult questions about national security 
only to toss them aside, tilting the empha- 
sis of what’s already an odd combination of 
antiterrorism, romantic longing and a highly 
personal episode of “Law and Order: SVU,” 
as the new American reworking “Secret in 
Their Eyes” does. 

In the present, Ray (Chiwetel Ejiofor 
of “The Martian” and “12 Years a Slave”) 
believes he’s found the man who raped and 
killed the daughter of Jess (Julia Roberts), 
his former desk-mate when he came to 
L. A. to focus on a popular mosque as part 
of a counterterrorism joint task force. But 
in the scenes in 2002— like its predeces- 
sor, the film constantly hops between time 
periods— he quickly fixates on pursuing the 
homicide case to which he’s not assigned 
in ways that anyone who’s ever watched a 


cop show knows break protocol and would 
lead to inadmissible evidence. This has no 
professional consequences for Ray, who’s not 
actually doing his job, only frequent meet- 
ings with villainous superiors who insist he 
can’t wrangle his prime suspect for reasons 
that could involve saving thousands of lives, 
rather than prosecuting the loss of one. 

That’s a controversial procedural deci- 
sion that could fuel a talkable thriller. But 
writer-director Billy Ray (“Breach,” “Shat- 
tered Glass”) just provides the illusion 
of something thought-provoking before 
dropping the tough stuff and moving from 
brain to heart. Wrong move. With those 
raised stakes of post-9/11 surveillance, the 
subplot about Ray’s feelings for another 
new colleague (Nicole Kidman) feels even 
less essential, the film’s strained attempt 
to comment on the agony of a life without 
closure notwithstanding. 

Certainly there’s drama here, like a “Zero 
DarkThirty”-flavored version of “Mystic 
River” without most of the complexity that 
makes those movies succeed. “Secret in Their 
Eyes” becomes more a series of contrivances 
than a rich investigation with something new 
to say about impossible justice and empty 
revenge. Lots of moments of familiar faces 
emoting highly for the trailer, though.

Earls Kitchen 
and Bar sets high 
standard for 
chain restaurants

E arls Kitchen and Bar has nothing to 
hide, according to general manager 
Brad Bilick. Take a walk down Cly- 
bourn Avenue in Lincoln Park, where the Ca- 
nadian chain restaurant is tucked inside shiny 
new shopping center NewCity and look right 
into the kitchen through a window along 
the sidewalk. Earls opened in October, but I 
had the chance to try out a few menu items 
over the summer at foodie fests Chicago 
Gourmet and Food and Wine Festival. I was 
impressed: soft chili-rubbed albacore tuna, 
cilantro aioli, avocado and jicama slaw atop 
a crunchy tortilla. The textures were superb; 

I never wanted tortilla chips any other way 
At the fests, Bilick put a lot of emphasis on 
the family-owned restaurant’s from-scratch 
ingredients. I pictured the cookie-cutter 
version of a mom-and-pop chain, with 
little paintings of happy animals and proud 
food quotes like, “from plants, not made in 
plants,” attributed to Earl, whoever that guy 
is. But Earls is not what I expected. I threw 
out all previous notions of another boastful 
“fresh ingredients” establishment as soon as I 
peeked through the wall of windows into the 
huge upscale lounge-like restaurant. 


THE SCENE 

Don’t be fooled by the shopping center vibe 
surrounding Earls. Based on the size of the 
space and gaggle of young hostesses in nearly 
matching outfits, it does feel very suburban at 
first glance (I mean, there’s a Yard House next 
door). We waited for about 25 minutes— the 
house was packed that night with a range of 
trendy 20 -somethings, dads in North Face 
vests and middle-aged women out with the 
girls. Sipping a lemongrass-orange blossom 
craft soda ($4) while I waited, I realized 
there’s a certain sophistication about the 
place, with suspended starry lights, grill 
beams and a cove ceiling over the loungey 
seating area. It’s large but also open and 
comfortable. 

Glass-paneled garage doors and picture 
windows make up nearly three sides of the 
restaurant. On the patio, the windows can 
open during warmer months. On the center 
wall is a striking mosaic portrait of Muddy 
Waters (painted tiles with his lyrics make up 
his face). Dozens of trumpets exploding out 
from a turquoise-colored wall are the focal 
point in the bar area, where we sat at a tall

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table. Bilick said the art piece is a nod to Chi- 
cago’s jazz history The artist took a three- 
second sound bite from Louis Armstrong’s 
version of “Hello, Dolly” and arranged the 
trumpets to look like the sound waves on the 
wall, representing the Chicago River. This 
place was designed with Chicago in mind, 
not a cookie-cutter chain restaurant. 

THE FOOD 

The first Earls Kitchen opened in 1982 as a 
made-to-order burger joint with craft beer 
in Edmonton, Alberta, by a father-son duo 
(whose middle names are Earl). As the family 
biz started to grow, the menu became more 
sophisticated, with global-inspired dishes 
from fresh and housemade ingredients. 

Today with more than 60 locations (mostly 
in Canada), Bilick said many ingredients are 
still made from scratch, from the salad dress- 
ings and sauces to the breads and hamburger 
buns. “What we want you to see is we make 
everything from scratch,” he said. “We’re 
still a family restaurant. It’s great that we 
have 66 restaurants but ... everything is made 
in-house fresh, and we can get away from 
that stereotype of bringing in bags of sauces, 
premade frozen bread and things like that.” 

One complaint my friend had about his 
veggie burger was that it was bread-heavy 
However, knowing that the perfect puffy 
brioche buns are freshly baked (and the baker 
starts around 5:30 a.m.), too much bun is 
forgivable. I’d never met a $14 veggie burger, 
but the Forager burger, a roasted mushroom 
patty with cheddar, caramelized onions, garlic 
mayo and tomato aioli, tops my list of best 


plant-based options in town. I went for the 
Jeera chicken curry (substituting shrimp for 
the chicken), which was slathered in a sauce 
made with cardamom, cumin, garam masala 
and other spices served over jasmine rice with 
naan ($18). It was a solid curry done right, but 
I wasn’t blown away It’s probably better with 
the chicken that’s slow cooked in the sauce. 

Bilick said the curry is special to Earls be- 
cause it’s an authentic recipe from an Indian 
restaurant in Vancouver. “It makes a dish 
taste a little bit better when there’s a story 
behind it,” he said. I agree. That’s something 
about the menu I would have liked to know 
While I appreciated the simple descrip- 
tions (there’s already enough to look at with 
the plentiful options), the servers could 
know the menu better and relay how many 
of the options are crafted with housemade 
ingredients. According to Bilick, Earls only 
has a small freezer for gelato and a few select 
items. Everything else is made from scratch. 
That’s something to brag about to your 
guests, and if you don’t, who will? 

THE DRINKS 

The thing that really hooked me over the 
summer was the Silly Wabbit ($10), a sweet 
and earthy cocktail with vodka, Met blanc, 
orange liqueur, ginger syrup, fresh carrot and 
lemon juices and cardamom bitters. I liked 
the creativity and looked forward to seeing 
what else was in store for me. The second 
most interesting cocktail on the menu is 
the Cabin Fever ($10), toting Crown Royal, 
tawny port, ginger simple syrup, pineapple 
and lemon juice and smoky Moondog bitters. 


Served in an adorable blue speckled enamel 
cup and garnished with a sprig of mint and 
a pinecone spritzed with peaty scotch and 
dusted with powdered sugar, the drink is an 
experience. On the nose and eyes, you’re 
crowded around a fireplace in a cabin some- 
where in a snowy forest. But on the tastebuds, 
it’s an interesting smoky tropical blend that 
says, “Winter isn’t so bad when you can still 
have pineapple.” Also served in cute glass- 
ware is the tart and fruity Bees Knees ($10), 
herbaceous gin, orange liqueur, honey lemon 
juice and angostura bitters in a bear jar with a 
wooden honey dipper sticking out. A-plus for 
presentation and flavor on all fronts. 

THE BOTTOM LINE 

Earls is not the boastful mom-and-pop with 
something to prove with its fresh ingredients 
and from-scratch recipes. Its slogan, “great 
food, great people,” is a humble illustra- 
tion of what it really has to offer. Perhaps 
conversations of made-from-scratch and 
fresh ingredients are tired. After all, it’s what 
restaurants should be doing. But Earls has 
the potential to shift our standards for chain 
restaurants. “Being around for 33 years, the 
talks have come up in the past, but as soon as 
you start to deviate from {fresh ingredients], 
you lose that soul of the kitchen and how 
things are made,” Bilick said. It’s food with 
confidence. Earls doesn’t need to reassure 
you it’s doing something good, it just does 
it unabashedly Just take a look inside the 
kitchen window

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Is Chicago’s craft cocktail scene making you feel left out? 


Chapulin salt, 
fukujinzuke, amber- 
gris — even we have 
to Google these crazy 
things that turn up in 
our cocktails. (For the 
record, that’s grass- 
hopper salt, Japanese 
pickle relish and 
sperm whale choles- 
terol, respectively) To 
me, wacky creative 
cocktail ingredients 
are thrilling. They encourage me to ask my 
bartenders questions. But not everyone is a 
bar critic, and to the average drinker, some 
menus really lack context clues. 

Contemporary cocktails have become so 
sophisticated, some may as well be served in 
top hats with a monocle garnish. While I’m 
forever on a hunt to find the gnarliest concoc- 
tions (it’s my job, after all), I often wonder if 
the average city dweller feels included in this 
craft cocktail revolution. I’m asking you, on a 
scale of tolerably-pinky-out to too-pompous- 
to-even-bother-with, how pretentious is 


Chicago’s cocktail scene? Can you keep up 
with the growing trends? Why or why not? 

Have you ever taken one look at a menu at a 
new cocktail bar and felt so overwhelmed you 
ordered a whiskey ginger out of defeat? When 
I’m reviewing new bars, one major grading 
point is how user-friendly the cocktail menu 
is. Some menus are uncategorized and brand 
boastful— Angel’s Envy this, Aylesbury Duck 
that— leaving out the important part: the 
spirit. Other times, it’s ambiguous ingredients 
that lack flavor-focused descriptions. “Donn’s 
Mix” may not mean anything to you, but I bet 
you know what grapefruit-cinnamon syrup 
might taste like. 

A poorly written menu full of industry 
jargon talks down to patrons and can 
pigeonhole the entire establishment as a place 
only welcoming of the sophisticated drinker, 
leaving the novice and every-once-in-a-while 
cocktailers out of the conversation. How 
frustrating and intimidating is it to look at a 
menu that must be decoded? 

While most bartenders are happy to clarify 
and introduce guests to new, funky spirits, 
menus shouldn’t need a translator for the 



simple things. Just like there are fine dining 
and casual restaurants, there are bars for 
the craft cocktail connoisseur and those for 
vodka-cranberry lovers. But fine dining and 
boozing don’t always compare in terms of 


price point, and most bars aren’t as state of 
the art as The Aviary I can more easily be 
talked into treating myself to a $15 cocktail 
every once in awhile than a $200 dinner. 
Point being, cocktails are more accessible 
and should be more inclusive. 

For centuries, cocktailing has been a social 
activity (Anyone brave enough to try the 
Homeric wine cocktail with honey cheese and 
barley meal from “The Odyssey”?) We’re only 
scratching the surface of what this contempo- 
rary craft cocktail revolution can do for our 
palates. It’s going to require a bit of educating, 
in unpretentious and approachable ways. 

So I’m asking RedEye readers to gauge how 
approachable Chicago’s cocktail scene is for 
the average drinker. Is it intimidating? Does 
industry jargon get you down? Do you feel 
comfortable asking questions, or do some 
menus make you feel silly for even asking? 
Maybe you don’t even care for cocktails— 
you’re a beer person. I want to know that, 
too.
